system than has hitherto been sup- 
posed. 

Each capillary, says the professor, 
has a separate nerve of its own, 
whith enables it to close or open 
according to the condition of the tis- 
sue. For example, when a muscle js 
being worked, and needs considerable 
food and oxygen, nearly all the capil- 


laries will be found open, while during |

‘assets, and fix the reparations accord- 
‘ingly, rather than to determine the 
;Teparations by the amount which the 
Allies owe to ‘the United States. 
What France or Italy owes other na- 
tions can in no way affect Germany’s 
| ability to pay.—New York Times.

; That we, the Canadian people, who 
own eighty-five per cent. of all our 
forest area, should open wide the gates 
to unrestrained forest destruction is a 
spectacle quite unworthy of a nation

Unfortunately, most of us shift along 
under the belief that the forests of 
/ Canada are privately owned. ‘This is 
not true. The governments are not 
|alone the owners of the bulk of forest. 
ed lands, but are obviously the natur- 
‘al protectors. As long as we look to 
private companies of lumbermen and 
‘paper makers we are missing the main 
point. The people themselves must 
take on the job of protecting and per- 
petuating a resource that belongs to 
the next generation quite as much as 
jto the people of 1923. 

Do we fully realize that every 
square mile of standing timber is on 
a rising market and that vandalism, 
represented by human-set forest fires, 
enforces a higher penalty today than 
at any previous time? We cannot 
carry on the business of Canada with- 
}Out forests, Let us face that fact and 
all that it connotes. There is hard- 
ly any price that we cannot afford to 
pay for the enforcement of forest pro- 
tection. I do not think it is at all 
unreasonable to say that no govern- 
ment has any right to extract rev- 
enues from the forests to be spent on 
ordinary civil purposes until every ef- 
fort has been made, and every dollar 
spent, that will make the forest secure 
and self-perpetuating,

Some Striking Weather Facts 


Highest and 
Ever Recorded in Canada 

Maclean's Magazine publishes a very 
interesting and instructive article, en- 
titled “Don't Blame It On the Weather 
Man,” in which is shown the import- 
ant part the weather (not the weather 
man) plays, not only in agricultural 
production, but in business and indus- 
try generally cn land and sea, Some 
striking weather facts are shown as 
follows: 

The coldest temperature ever regis. 
tered in Canada was at Fort Good 
Hope, N.W.T., Dec. 31, 1910, when 79 
below zero was recorded, 

A temperature of 78 below zero was 
registered at Fort Vermilion, N.W.T., 
in January, 1911. 

By way of contrast it might be noted 
that in August of the following year 
101 degrees was recorded here. 

The highest temperatures recorded 
in Canada are as follows: 

108.2 recorded at Medicine Hat in 
July, 1886. 

108 recorded at Spencer's Bridge, 
near Kamloops, July, 1908. 

107 at Swift Current, July, 1886. 

106 at Swift Current, Aug. 6, 1893. 

103 at Toronto, July, 1911. 

There fs one wettest place in Can- 


ada, It is Princess Royal Island, 
B.C. During 1922, 174 inches of rain|* 
fell, and during November last, 35 in- 


ches. A fall of 7% inches in one day 
is not unusual. 

The records of sunshine and rainfall 
covering from ten to fifteen years 
(twenty in the case of rainfall) are 
also interesting. They show Leth- 
bridge, with a record of 70 per cent.

Tree Dedicated to 
Memory of Harding 


Giant Redwood In California Is 5,000 
Years Old 

A permanent memorial to the late 
President Harding has been contrib- 
uted by California's forests. The sec- 
ond largest tree in the world was re- 
cently dedicated to his memory as the 
“Warren Harding Tree.” 

In dedicating the glant Sequola, 32 
feet in diameter and 280 feet in 
height, Colonel John R. White, Super- 
intendent of the Sequoia and Grant 
National Parks, declared that the 
colossal redwood, already 5,000 years 
old, “will grow stronger and greater 
and will stand as a monument to 
our late President when the pyramids 
and granite shafts have crumbled to 
dust.” 

The memorial tree is next in size 
and age to the famous General Sher- 
man tree, 


Perfecting Airplane Engine 


British Experts Working on One to 
Develop 1,500 Horsepower 

The British Air Ministry experts 
are at work perfecting an airplane 
engine capable of developing 1,500 
horsepower, which will be the largest 
known. ‘Two trial engines are near- 
ing completion and will soon be tested. 

The new giant of the air will have 
six cylinders, each developing 250 
horsepower. 

If the present experiments are suc- 
cessful the experts will begin work 
on a 12-cylinder engine to have more 
than 3,000 horsepower. Airplanes 
fitted with three such engines will be 
capable of developing upwards of 9,000 
horsepower, and will carry 120 pas- 
sengers at 100 miles an hour. 


Celebrates Tenth Anniversary 

The tenth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Ogilvy Flour Milling 
Company's plant at Medicine Hat, was 
recemtly celebrated. ‘The plant now 
turns out 2,500 barrels of flour a day 
when running full time.
